CANADIAN BREVITIES. 

Members of Georgian Bay Canal Syndi- 
cate Sailed From Liverpool 
yesterday. 

Halifax, Jan. 27.— The innil steamer 
Lake Ontario, from Liverpool, while 
coming into the hnrbor last night ran 
down nnd sank the Dominion Coal Com- 
pany's barge Al Taylor. The barge 
had 500 tons of coal on bonrd. The 
crew escaped. The Lake Ontario 
pnsscd a steamer at o'clock last night, 
which is supposed to be the overdue 
steamer Ashantee. 

Montreal, Jan. 27.— MeT,eod Stewart, 
of Ottawa, promoter of the Georgian 
Bay canal scheme, is in town to-day. 
He announces that he has received word 
that several members of the syndicate 
which is to build the canal sailed from 
Liverpool to-dny, en route to this coun- 
try, accompanied by Consulting Engi- 
neer Kenneth McKcnzie, son of Sir 
.Tames McKenzie. The first sod will be 
officially turned on Dominion Day, but 
before that time considerable money 
may be expended by the syndicate, so 
Mr. Stewart says. 

Halifax, Jan. 27.— E. P. FTynn, ex- 
M. P. for Richmond, N. S., is dead, 

London, Jan. 27.— C. Stan Allan, a 
well known Western Ontario journalist, 
and popular iu bicycle circles, died at 
Loraine, Ohio. 

Toronto, Jan. 27.— Arthur Cardinal, 
formerly of Ottawa, was sentenced to- 
day to 10 years iu the penitentiary for 
an attempt to murder John Hughes, a 
young fellow, in the central prison. 



THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 

Interests of British Empire Held to Be 
Served by American Control. 

London, Jan. 27.— The Spectator in the 
course of an Important article maintain- 
ing that it is entirely to the advantage of 
Great Britain that the Nicaragua canal 
should be cut, urges the government to 
anticipate the possibility of the Washing- 
ton administration raising the prohTein of 
the abrogation of the Clayton-Btihver 
treaty in an offensive form by voluntar- 
ily offering to abrogate the treaty. 

"We should thus avoid," says the 
Spectator, "being put into a ridiculous 
position by seeming unwilling to yield to 
pressure when pressure was being exert- 
ed In regard to something which it was 
our interest to do. 

"We do not want, in fact, to quarrel 
with America over not doing something 
which would be greatly to the advantage 
of the British Empire. If the canal is to 
be made and cannot be under our control 
it is immensely important that it should 
be in the hands of a strong, friendly neu- 
tral power, and, God be thanked, there is 
less fear of our being at war with Ameri- 
ca than with any other power in the 
world. We do not believe Canada would 
block the way in a matter concerning the 
welfare of the whole Empire." 

Heligoland" victims. 

St. John's, Nfld., Jan. 211.— Captain 
Meyer, representing the New York agents 
of the steamer Heligoland, which was 
wrecked in St. Mary's Bay a fortnight 
ago, arrived here yesterday to organize 
n regular search for the bodies of the vic- 
tims and to arrange for their identified 
t ion and burial.

Patriotism Will Prevent the Re- 
duction of Salisbury's Par- 
liamentary Majority. 



Expert Admits Blunders But 
Says It Will End AH 
Right. 



Two More Militia Battalions and 
Battery of Artillery to Be 
Embodied. 



By Associated Press. 

London, Jan. 27.— Though criticism of 
the government and its methods of hand- 
ling the war is unabated, it is safe to 
say that when parliament meets Tuesday 
next nothing serious will result. There 
will be the usual motions of censure, 
with perhaps more than usually impas- 
sioned denunciations of the various de- 
partments of the administration, especial- 
ly the war and colonial offices, but such 
in the patriotism of the average British- 
er and such is the strength of the Con- 
servative organization that it will be sur- 
prising if Lord Salisbury's majority is 
even appreciably ■weakened. 

This tally of votes, however, must not 
be construed as a. real index of national 
feeling, for many a man will go to the 
government lobby, who outside has pri- 
vately declared someone ought to be 
hanged for mul-adniiuistvatioii and that 
if Lord Salisbury did not disassociate 
himself from the system or culprits re- 
sponsible for the national humiliation, he 
must eventually take the consequences. 
The inner circles of the government pro 
perfectly well aware of such an eventu- 
ality, but they have no fears for the im- 
mediate future, implicitly believing iu a 
successful climax of the war, and trust- 
ing it will offset the initial blunders. 

An eminent British general reviewing 
the South African affairs of the past and 
present, summed up: "First of all, we 
underestimated the enemy. Secondly, we 
knew nothing of the power of modern 
weapons, when opposed to each other in 
the hands of tolerably equal forces. 
Thirdly, we deserted strategy to satisfy 
sentiment. By that, 1 mean Ladysmith 
and Kimberloy appealed to us and we 
answered as quikiy and unthinkingly as 
does an electric receiver to a transmitter. 
We have learned many things, but chief 
of them \vu have learned long-range guns 
and rules minimize tremendously the ad- 
vantage which formerly accrued to the 
aggressor. Yet, 1 thoroughly believe, 
and I am speaking without experience, 
that had any continental nation undertak- 
en the same task with the same force, it 
would by this time have been wiped out. 
But the appreciation o£ our short-com- 
ings only makes us the more determined. 
It mav be six mouths and it may be a 
year, but we shall achieve our object." 

From the field of party strife and mili- 
tary criticism it is a relief to turn to uu 
extract from a letter of an otlicer at the 
front who writes: "An orderly was 
bringing stew water to a wounded man 
dying on the ground near me, shot 
through the abdomen. He could hardly 
speak owing to the dryness of his mouth, 
but he suid, "Take it to my pal first; he's 
worse hit than me." After reading this, 
one can understand that General Buller 
did not slop over when he wired "The 
men are splendid.' " 

The war otllce has decided to embody 
two additional militia battalions and aa- 
other battery of artillery.

EMPEROR'S BIRTHDAY. 

The Usual Festivities and Congratulat- 
ory Articles— Dr. Leyds' Visit. 

Berlin, Jan. 27.— Excepting that it 
was lucking in court fetes, the Em- 
peror's birthday to-day was kept in the 
usual way. Flags were Dying every- 
where, and congratulatory articles in 
which His Majesty is praised as the 
" champion of peace," " promoter of 
civilization," nnd the "vigorous helms- 
man of Germany's destinies." The 
Kreuz Zeitung house poet again pub- 
lished bis usual congratulatory ode. 
The Centre organs remind the Emperor 
that the Jesuits were not yet recalled, 
and say he would earn the Catholics' 
lasting gratitude by signing the Jesuit 
recall. 

Tuesday's court reception, which was 
the only one this winter, was more bril- 
liant than ever. The ladies' costumes 
displayed unusual elegance, many of 
them being of peculiar design. Dark 
glowing velvets with costly fur trim- 
mings and elaborate silk embroideries 
were especially noticeable. 

Though Dr. Leyds, the diplomatic 
representative of the Transvaal, claims 
that he came here principally to cele- 
brate the Emperor's birthday, as in pre- 
vious years, the correspondent of the 
Associated Press understands on author- 
ity that he also came to consult with the 
German officials about Portugal's alleged 
breach of neutrality in stopping travel 
to the Transvaal to Delagoa Bay. 

The Berlin elevated railway intends to 
introduce electric motive power nt the 
expense of 43.000,000 marks. The pro- 
jected system will be modelled nfter the 
Chicago South Side railway, the present 
steam system having proved inadequate. 



THE EMPEROR'S BIRTHDAY. 

Berlin, Jan. 2G.— While the orders of 
Emperor William to omit all court fetes, 
owing to the death of the mother of the 
Empress, will bo carried out rigorously, 
the military and popular celebration of 
His Majesty's birthday tn-morrow will 
not be omitted. At 8 o'clock in the 
morning military bands will perform the 
so-called " waking." Simultaneously 
trumpeters from the castle cupola will 
play seven 1 chorals. At noon there will 
be a parade tit the arsenal, at which all 
the generals and admirals will be pres- 
ent. On His Majesty's appearance a 
salute of 101 guns will be iked. • 



HOSPITAL SHIP MAINE. 

Goldwiu Smith Says It Was Not n 
Compliment to Americans. 

London, Jan. 27.— Prof. Goldwin 
Smith writes to the Speaker a letter 
which he commences with saying: " I 
suppose the donors of the Maine thought 
they were paying a compliment to Ameri- 
cans in calling her by thnt name, but 
they really were pricking the American 
conscience, ns there are few things more 
certain than that the Maine was blown 
up by the ignition of coal in her bunk 
ers. The same accident has happened 
to three American vessels since, one of 
them commanded by the same captain 
as the Maine, though in these cases the 
vessels were saved. Nothing is more 
certain than that the Maine was not 
blown up by the Spaniards." .

Possibility of the Province's Pat. 
riotle Offer Being Refused 
by Dominion. 



Lack of Transport Facilities 
Causes a Very Serious 
Hitch. 



While Premier Semlln yesterday re- 
ceived n telegram from Hon. F. W. Bor- 
den, minister of militin. to the effect thnt 
definite acceptance of the offer of British 
Columbia to furnish a mounted contin- 
gent for South Africa would probably 
be made to-morrow, some danger exists 
that the province's patriotic move to 
asist the Empire in Us hour of need will 
be thwarted, as will be seen from the 
following telegram from the Colonist's 
special correspondent at Ottawa, 're- 
ceived last evening: 

" The minister of militia informs me 
tluit the chief obstacle now to accepting 
British Columbia's offer is lack of trans- 
portation facilities. The department 
has made provision for 1,!?02 horses for 
troops still to go, and Strathcona's Horse 
if it consists of three squadrons. In 
the event of Stratheona deciding to send 
three squadrons', as is extremely likely, 
there will be uo accommodation on the 
vessels already chartered for a separate 
British Columbia contingent, and it is 
hardly likely that nn additional vessel 
will bo procured for such a small quota. 
There must be sufficient men and horses 
to fill nn additional vessel. It is thought 
the difficulty may be overcome by re- 
cruiting two troops of Struthcona's 
Horse in British Columbia." 

If the Colonist's correspondent is cor- 
rect in his information and it should de- 
velop that British Columbia's offer is re- 
fused owing to insufficient transport 
facilities, there will be keen disappoint- 
ment throughout the whole province. 

Applications for places on the contin- 
gent are still pouring in, no less than 25 
being received yesterday. 



GOVERNMENT DEFENDED. 

Under-Secretaries Declare That There 
Has Been No Muddle in War 

Management. , 

Loudon, Jan. 28. — Mr. Joseph Cham- 
berlain, who expected to attend the ban- 
quet of the Birmingham jewelers and sil- 
versmiths this evening, was unable to be 
present owing to the holding of a meet- 
ing of the defence committee. His place 
was taken by Right Hon. Jos. Collings, 
under-secretary of state for the home of- 
fice, and Mr. J. Austen Chamberlain, 
civil lord of the admiralty. The former, 
replying to a toast to "Her Majesty's 
ministers" deplored the attitude of the 
press in regard to the war in South Af- 
rica. He said there had been no muddle 
in its conduct, and the facts when known 
would show there had been no war in 
which more foresight, skill and care had 
been displayed by the government than 
by the present one. The reverse he de-. 
dared only increased the determination to 
press on. Great Britain should maintain 
her position or sink into an insignificant: 
third rate power. Mr. Austen Chamber- 
lain in the course of his remarks said 
that if Great Britain had shirked her re- 
sponsibility the price paid would have 
been the loss in the near future'of South 
Africa. 

Lord Dunraven, who is chairman of 
the committee having in charge the rais- 
ing of a force of mounted sharpshooters 
fur service with (he Yeomanry in South 
Af.ica has appealed to the public for sub 
script ions in aid ol I hat object. He says 
he has already four hundred applications 
who shooting i coords arc high, and many 
of whom have had experience in the 
bush. The amount needed is £20.000, of 
which £2,000 has already been subscribed.

An Expert Dilates on Genera! 
Warren's Giving Up of 
Splon Kop. 



By Associated Press. 

London, Jan. 28, 4.30 a.m.— The only 
news issued by the war office during the 
night is a despatch from Lord Roberts, 
dated Capetown, Saturday, stating the 
situation is unchanged and that General 
French reports a reconnaissance of the 
enemy's position on Thursday when he 
found the Boers strongly posted at Piet- 
fontein. 

London, Jan. 28.— Mr. Spencer Wil- 
kinson, whose articles on the war situa- 
tion have attracted much attention here 
and abroad, wrote the following review 
of the situation lor the Associated Press 
at midnight, and nfter the war office had 
given out a telegram from Lord Roberts, 
dated at Capetown, Saturduy, saying 
there was uo change in the situation: 

"The nffair at Spion Kop appears very 
like a reverse at the decisive point of 
battle, according to Gen. Buller's tele- 
gram. Gen. Warren determined to 
take the hill because it commanded the 
enemy's other positions. Having taken 
it Tuesday night he abandoned it Wed- 
nesday night, presumably because he 
waB unable to hold it. The published 
words of Gen, Buller's telegram have 
the tone of a reverse as announced. 
Whether the mishap can be made good 
it is impossible to say. A general at- 
tacking has, to some extent, the power 
of making his own decisive point. Gen. 
Warren mny yet best the enemy by 
success at some other point, or he mny 
re-take Spion Kop and keep it. But uu- 

ss in one way or another the battle 
now going on can be won, there is no 
probability of Ladysmith being relieved. 
Gen. Buller's army, unless successful! 
will be in a criticnl position, for its re- 
treat would be a difficult operation. The 
main Boer force is us near to any point 
on the railway as is Gen. Warren's 
wing of Buller's army, and the Boers 
hove the advantage of speed. For this 
reason, as well as because of the import- 
ance of purpose to relieve Gen. White, 
wo mny expect Gen. Buller to do his 
very utmost before giving up the at- 
tempt, and in this necessity lies the best 
hope of success. 

" The American civil war showed how 
rille firearms rendered assaults difficult, 
the battles lasting several days, and as 
Bince then the range and rate of fire 
have been greatly increased, the pro- 
longation of battles was to be expected, 
but without a fuller knowledge than the 
telegrams as yet afford, it is not possible 
clearly to interpret the episode of" the 
unfinished fight. The report from Boer 
sources that Mafeking has been relieved 
is credible, for Col. Plumer has been 
persistently working in that direction, 
and there has been time since ho was 
last heard of near Gaberones for him to 
cover the intervening distance. More- 
over, the Boers have wisely been con- 
centrating their forces at more decisive 
points, but it requires a report." 

The maps do not show any such place 
in the region of Gen. French's operations, 
and it is- probable that Relntfontelu, ten 
miles north of Cuiesnerg, is the place 
meant. 

SURPRISED AT COLENSO. 
A special despatch from Colenso, dated 
Wednesday, January 24, says that Com- 
mandant Lucas Meyer's command sur- 
prised and surrounded a strong body of 
General Methuen's infantry, killing or 
wounding 23 and captured 15.

CHRISTMAS AT LADYSMITH. 

Pudding Provided for Everybody but 
Other Luxuries nt a Premium. 

London, Jan. 27. — A despatch to the 
Standard from Ladysmith, dated De- 
cember 20, describing the Christmas 
celebrations, says: 

" Only a few were fortunate enough 
to got turkeys or geese. The majority 
had to he content with hard beef or 
underfed oxen, or the coarse goat flesh 
which does duty for mutton.

Trial of Assumptlonlst Fathers 
the Latent Subject of 
Discussion. 



Dreyfus Affair Revived by the 
Publication of the 
Judgment. 





By Associated Press. 

Paris, Jan. 27.— The trial of the As- 
uuiuptionist Fathers has injected some 
8i£e into an otherwise prosaic political 
week. The prosecution of the fathers is 
believed to be the beginning of a gov 
eminent campaign against the clerical- 
ism which recently has too openly enter 
ed the political arena. The order of the 
Assumptionists in remarkable for the as 
cetic life of its members, which, with its 
large revenues, has permitted the ami 
•mulalion of great wealth, which, ac- 
cording to the government supporters, 
lias been mainly used to undermine the 
Republic. They have not accepted de- 
feat and have decided to appeal against 
their conviction. 

Aii outburst of protests in the radical 
press has ben caused by what looks 
like the apparent lack of tact on the part 
of Cardinal Richard, the archbishop of 
Paris in visiting the fathers and express, 
ing his sorrow at their conviction and 
has openly encouraged them. The radi 
cals demand that the government take 
some action against Cardinal Hichnrd for 
his over identification with so-called il- 
legal assications. The first fruit 
of this agitation has already 
been borne in the shape o£ an official de- 
mand upon the Cardinal for an explana- 
tion of his conduct. The Cardinal said 
said he had no thought that his action 
hud any significance, lie simply wishes 
to sympathize witli the fathers on passing 
through a painful event. He did not 
wish to protest against the verdict and 
the words attributed to him, he added 
were a garbled summary without ofllcinl 
character. 

A special despatch to the Temps from 
Kome says: "According to information 
from the best source^. Jlie Vatican, though 
regretting the conviction of the Astnimp- 
tionists would have preferred that Car 
diual Richard would not have made the 
visit which was kind but not politic 

The Nationalist organs denounce the 
government for its prosecution of politl 
ca] opponents, which they declare wai 
the sole motive of the trial. The result 
of the trial furnished the most exeitin 
(session of the chamber of deputies since 
its re-opening. A string of deputies rose 
for the purpose of repudiating the state 
ments of the public prosecutor that they 
were aided at their election by 
the Assuniptionists. Scurrilous ana- 
themas were launched at the 
head of the public prosecutor and unfor 
ttmate minister of public worship, M, 
Monis, which resulted in the spectacular 
expulsion of M. Bernard. Though there 
have been many exciting scenes in the 
chamber this was the first time since the 
Dreyfus agitation that the military has 
been summoned to expell a deputy. If 
this was intended to create a wave of 
feeling against the government in the 
chamber, it failed utterly and only elicit- 
ed a vote which gave fresh proof of the 
strength of the government. 

Repeated affirmations by a iarge sec- 
tion of the French press that the " Brit- 
ish jingoes" and "Chamberlain clique" 
in the cabinet had determined to pick a 
quarrel with France in order to recover 
" the prestige Croat Britain has lost in 
Europe by her reverses in South Africa," 
and that Madagascar would he the first 
point of attack, have received what is 
regarded here as confirmation in the 
announcement that the government has 
decided to despatch live thousand troops 
there and to form a fortified camp and 
arsenal. The government explains that 
the move has no special significance, 
but is merely a part of an already an- 
nounced plan to fortify the colonies. 
It is denied that it has anything what- 
ever to do with Great Britain. 

The hatred of Dreyfus has not yet 
subsided in some quarters. The nation- 
alist press has been taking the govern- 
ment to task for having pressed, illegally 
it is alleged, the publication of the judg- 
ment of (he Renncs court-martial. The 
Marquis de Callifet, the man of war, 
has yielded by having the sentence post- 
ed at: Bonnes this week in the following 
form: "Alfred Dreyfus, volunteer, as 
captain probationer on the general staff, 
high treason, ten years' detention; this 
military degradation without interdiction 
of residence." 

The Dreyfusards are very angry at 
the form of announcement. The Aurore 
calls it an upright forgery, because it 
omits ail mention of the extenuating cir- 
cumstances found by the court-martial, 
and the pardon. 

Enlivening scenes have been occa 
stoned by the annual drawing of lots to 
select conscripts from the Paris which 
began this week. Parlies of young con 
scripts have been parading the boule- 
vards wearing tri-color rosettes in their 
button-holes and with highly colored 
patriotic pictures bearing their army 
numbers stuck in the front of their hats. 

Each Arrondissement has its own day 
of drawing at the town hall, in the pres- 
ence of military officials. The young 
fellows celebrate the day as a holiday, 
and the streets of Arrondissements 
nightly resound with their jollifications. 
The approach of the carnivnl season is 
heralded by the election of the queens of 
the markets and the laundries, who a,-o 
the chief figures in the allegorical ears 
in the mieareme procession.

The queen of queens, chosen 
by the St. Germain market, is a pretty 
blonde, a shop irirl in if store. TTer cos- 
tume, will symbolize the exposition and 
will cost 125 francs. The king chosen 
is a laundry boy.

MIXING IX CARIBOO. 

Extensive Operation* of the Miocine 
Gravel Mining Company. 

Senator R. H. Campbell, of the Mio- 
cene Gravel Mining Company, which is 
operating in Cariboo on an extensive 
scale, is at. the Driard. The Senator is 
here purchasing machinery and supplies 
and will proceed in a few days to San 
Francisco. 

The Miocene Gravel Mining Company, 
which is made up entirely of San Fran- 
cisco capitalists, is working what is 
known in mining parlance as a "drift pro- 



position" on an nncient channel in the 
former bed of a river near Horsefly Creek, 
200 miles north of Ashcroft. The com- 
pany employs a force of from 30 to 40 
men, and has expended upwards 5100,000 
on development work already and expect 
to put in another $50,000 before any re- 
turns are received. 

Senator Campbell says the general out- 
look for mining in the district is good. 
Everybody its watching the work being 
done by the Cariboo Consolidated Com- 
pany, as it is believed the success of the 
district will bo assured when that com- 
pany's properties are on a paying basis. 

The Senator is of the opinion that the 
Alien Exclusion Act and the eight-hour 
law has done incalculable injury to the 
mining interests of the province.

Believed That She Meditates 
Striking a Blow at Russia 
Shortly.

Eoudou, Jan. 27.— Some of the after- 
noon papers associate the departure to- 
day of the new Japanese battleship Shil- 
kiskima with possible complications in re- 
gard to the situation in China, especially 
as it is announced that she will endeavor 
to traverse the Sue/, canal by divesting 
herself of her armament. Up to the pre- 
sent time no ship of such size has travers- 
ed the canal. 

The interpretation that the departure 
of the Shilkishima was directly due to 
the situation in China is incorrect, as the 
Associated Press learns to-day that the 
date set for the sailing was decided on 
many weeks ago and a farewell party 
was held on board of her previous to the 
deposition of the Emperor of China. But; 
though this incident was given exagger- 
ated importance in afternoon newspapers 
the Associated Press is able to say that 
those in England most cognizant of the 
secret aims of Japan, especially those who 
are fulfilling her naval contracts, have 
for some time past thoroughly believed 
she meditated striking a blow at Russia. 
If this impression is correct and there is 
the highest and most conservative au- 
thority on which to base it, it is not un- 
likely that Japan's hands may be forced 
and the much intended coup will he at- 
tempted before her plans are completed. 
It may be that Japan only meditates for 
the present a demonstration to prevent 
Russia from accomplishing the designs 
which various correspondents have cred- 
ited her with since the change in China's 
emperor. 

Two powerful war vessels built for 
Japan on the Clyde will soon be ready to 
sail while others are under course of con- 
struction. The strength has not attract- 
ed much attention, but their importance 
as international factors can be judged 
from a statement made to a reporter of 
the Associated Press by one of England's 
greatest shipbuilders, who declared the 
vessels building for Japan were the most 
powerful in the world. 

Several of Japan's vessels in course of 
construction would have been completed 
before now had not Japan encountered 
financial difficulties. The British build- 
ers would not let the vessels sail until 
everything was paid for in cash. To ac- 
complish this, Japan induced a syndicate 
of English bankers to advance tin 1 money 
and their action has been the subject of 
a good deal of private criticism in inner 
admiralty circles, when it was. realized 
what a tremendous naval power Japan 
was accumulating, and though Great 
Britain's strength was not impaired, it 
was thought unadvisable for British capi- 
talists to so materially assist Japan to be- 
come a dangerous rival. 

A (veil known naval expert tells a 10- 
pnrter of the Associated Press that if 
Japan puts in commission the ships 
scheduled for service in the near future 
she will be ready for war within six 
months and can then defy Russia, and as 
the Japanese and Russian ships at pre- 
sent in the far East compare Japan' 
licet will have an excellent chance of 
controlling the situation.

A DESERVING OASE. 

The case of Mrs. Richard Wilson, 
whose husband was hilled on Friday 
while working on the E. & N. railway is 
worthy of the attention of the people of 
Victoria. Mr. Charles Todd, of J. II 
Todd & Son, called on the Colonist yes- 
terday to suggest that a subscription list 
should be opened and said his name 
might be put down for $10.

The 
case of Mrs. Wilson and her family is 
urgent and most deserving.

FREEDOM Otf SPEECH. 

Wo make no apology for again referr- 
ing to the importance of maintaining 
freedom of speech in the legislature and 
elsewhere, hut perhaps it may be well to 
say why we do so. The reason is that 
the principle involved seems to be very 
little understood in this province, if we 
may judge from what appears In the 
press and what transpires on the floor of 
the legislature. We propose now to 
speak particularly of freedom of discus- 
sion in the legislature, and herein neces- 
sarily of the office of Speaker. We find 
this office first mentioned in the reign of 
IOdward IIL, or about five and a half 
centuries ago. Parliament was at that 
time beginning to define its rights as a 
deliberative assembly and insist upon 
their recognition by the crown. That 
there might he some one whose special 
duty it should be to see that those rights 
were not infringed upon, a presiding of- 
ficer was chosen by the Commons them- 
selves, for experience had shown that 
when the presiding officer was nomin- 
ated by the crown freedom of debate 
was choked. The Sneaker, therefore, tin 
choice of the Commons, their spokesman 
in all their relations with the crown and 
the officer specially charged with defend 
ing the rights and privileges ol parlia- 
ment, when he notified the crown of his 
selection by the Commons, always 
timated that those whom he represented 
would insist upon those rights and privil- 
eges. The formality of court language 
led to the expression of this notification 
in the form of a request, hut it is a re 
quest that no sovereign has ever denied 
If it should tie denied, revolution would 
follow. 

We mention these matters to brin 
home to readers a very important con- 
stitutional principle, namely: The Speak 
er is not a person selected at the instance 
of the crown to control the proceedings of 
parliament, but a person chosen by the 
Commons to maintain their rights at all 
times against the crown. We know that 
many persons hold the view which we 
have i list now declared incorrect, Unt 
such persons found their ideas upon the 
functions exercised by the Speakers in 
.United States legislatures. There the 
Speaker is the practical leader of his 
party in the body over which he presides. 
Ex-Speaker Reed of the national House 
of Representatives was a conspicuous ex- 
ample of this, and so was James G. 
Blaine. AH other speakers are more or 
less so in that country, the degree of the 
control exercised by them being in pro- 
portion to their personal strength of 
mind and aggressiveness. Hut us in 
many other things, we enjoy in British 
countries a better system. The minority 
has practically no rights at the hands of 
a Speaker in a legislature in the United 
States, if he chooses to act arbitrarily; 
while in British countries one of the 
first duties of the Speaker is to protect 
the minority. But bis duties gp further 
than this, for he is hound by his oltice 
to protect the representatives of the peo- 
ple against an; attempt on the part, of 
the crown to choke freedom of speech or 
prevent them from fully discussing ail 
questions which they may think of public 
concern: 

With the introduction of t responsible 
;kaVernme.nt the crown has conic to a 
minimum of direct . interference with 
parliailioiit;' "if now makes its wishes 
known through its ministers having 



scats in that hotly. We do not now talk 
of the crown endeavoring to carry 
through a line ot policy, but of the min- 
istry doing so. Yet the thing is pre- 
cisely the same in principle. If the 
representatives of the people are deprived 
of their freedom of speech, it matters 
very little if it is done by the crown 
itself or by the ministers of the crown. 
Hence a Speaker, who exercises his 
functions as presiding officer to checK 
debate when it interferes with something 
favorable to the ministers, is just as 
false to his duty as a Speaker three 
hun dred years ago would Have been 11 
he had checked debate by the direct com- 
mand of the crown. 

Clearlv Mr. Speaker Forster of the 
British Columbia legislature has on 
m e than one occasion used his position 
residing officer to do this very thing, 
re Hi ps hfs most monstrous exhibition 
of this was his intimation that a vote of 
Int o? confidence could not be moved 
~ 8e another had been voted down 
at „ prc vious session of the house The 
government did not act on the 
which he gave them, but f • ieyj 
done so, we would have had the extra 
Z inar ; position established that when 
oncc eonthlei.ee had ueen voted m a mta 
tatry it cannot be revoked. W* haV 
no fear that any such abominable doc 
Sno will ever be upheld in this legis- 
lature, but i. indicates the lengths to 
which Mr. Forster is prepared to go. 
Indeed that gentleman is in the chair n 

elated survival of the thirteenth , cen- 
tury. He is a strange compound ol 
mediaeval tyranny and nineteenth ccn- 
•v socialism. We have never ques- 
tioned his sincerity in any of the ex- 
travagant notions he expressed when a 
private member or the abominable exu- 
eises of his temporary power as Speaker, 
but we unhesitatingly declare that he 
has shown himself to he unlit for the 
position he now holds. 

Wherein, may we ask. is the difference 
between a tyrant wearing a crown and 
„ tyrant sitting in the Speaker's chair 
when both ehoka freedom of speech on 
the part of the people's representatives. 
We see no difference, and the duty of 
all men, who "know their rights and 
knowing dare maintain," is to oppose 
tyranny whenever it shows its hateful 

head. 

WHY Till': DISCRIMINATION. 

We do not like to sound a discordant 
note in the harmonious preparation for 
the defence of the Empire now in pro- 
gress through Canada, hut the following 
telegraphic correspondence warrants a 
very strong protest on the part of all the 
British Columbia newspapers. 

Col. Trior wired on the 24th inst. to 
the Minister of Militia saying a recruit- 
ing station should he opened for men for 
Strathcona's Horse at Vernon, besides at 
the three towns the government had nam- 
ed, viz.: Nelson, Revelstoke and Kam- 
loops, as there are dozens of likely men 
around Vernon. The following answer 
was received from the minister: 

Ottawa, January -7, 1000. 
Hon. E. G. Prior, Victoria : 

Your telegram 24th received. Think 
we should not recruit for btrathcona m 
B C until matter settled re B.C. con- 
tingent now offered. p ^ BORDEN. 

To this Col. Prior replied as follows: 
Victoria, B.C., January 27, 1000. 

Hon. F. W. Borden, 

Minister of Militia and Defence. 
Ottawa: 

Your telegram received. T must pro- 
test most earnestly against such action. 
British Columbia was most unfairly not 
allowed to contribute' to second contin- 
ent, and now apparently she is to be side 
tracked from assisting Strathcona force 
Even if B.C. contingent is allowed there 
are enough good men here to fill both 
forces if needed. Recruiting stations 
should be opened m Victoria and Van 
couver at once. 

(So*.) IC. G. PRIOR. 
The people of British Columbia feel 
that an unpardonable affront has beei 
put upon them if they are not to be al 
lowed to furnish their quota to Strath 
conn's Horse, in addition to sending one 
hundred men on their own account 
What can the Minister of Militia be 
thinking about? British Columbia is pre 
pared on two weeks' notice to furnish tin 
500 men called for by Lord Strath 
conn's offer and the one hundred for the 
British Columbia company besides. Wi 
ask our contemporaries in this province 
to join with us in a demand for due con- 
sideration in the matter. Let protests be 
sent to Ottawa by the score. Our Ottawa 
desptach suggests that our provincial of- 
fer may fall to the ground. 

"IN THE BEGINNING." 

" In the beginning (Jod." This is how 
the Bible begins. This is where science 
is likely to end. Modern science 
analytical. When it sees anything it 
seeks to know what it is made of; then 
it seeks to find out the secret of its mak- 
ing. It litis in no case pushed its inves- 
tigations to the last analysis. Its so- 
called conclusions are only so many 
rungs in a ladder leading up to the 
Source of all things. The crude phil- 
osophy of early Christianity— and a good 
deal of the crudeaess survives to this 
day— taught that God was "just around 
the corner," speaking with all reverence. 
Therefore when science did not come 
upon Him when she. first set out on her 
search for truth, a cry went up that 
science was atheistic. Science instend 
of discovering a personal Creator hiding 
behind "every leaf, every thunder cloud 
and every other manifestation of nature, 
found simply a process, and when this 
process had been investigated, behind it

was found to be another process. So it 
was with the composition of things. 
Once the world talked nhout four ele- 
ments; now some sixty substances have 
been discovered which appear to he 
elementary; that is, they have not as 
yet been resolved into constituent parts. 
This is, of course, not to say that they 
will not he. The more recent investiga- 
tions show a similarity between many 
processes mid suggest the possibility of 
identity between many so-called element 
ary substances. In other words, the 
various lines of process and composition 
of matter seem to he converging, each set 
to its own common point. Whethe 
these apparently separate points will hi 
found ultimately to he the same, cannot 
now be foretold. We may surmise, hut 
that is all. 

It is only very recently that there lias 
been any attempt at analytic investiga- 
tion of what may be called the spiritual 
world, as opposed to the physical, by 
which wo mean all things that can 
neither be weighed nor measured by 
physical means. In this spiritual world 
are found love, hope, fear, worship ami 
all the other attributes of the human 
soul, and perhaps the soul itself. Pre- 
liminary investigations tire in progress in 
this vast and vague field of inquiry. 
These take two forms, namely those fol- 
lowed by the various societies for psycho- 
logical research, and those practised by 
experimentalists who employ electrical 
appliances. The former are seeking to 
gam all the evidence hearing upon the 
conscious existence of the dead and to 
discover the explanation of phenomena 
which are called supernatural. The 
latter are measuring the mechanical 
effect of human emotions by means of 
delicate instruments. Some may think 
that Christian Science ought to be men- 
tioned us an agency for. the investiga 
tion of the spiritual world; but we do 
not think so. It simply seeks to employ 
what are thought to be forces in that 
world, and the Christian scientist can 
no more claim to be an investigator than 
ii person using a telephone can claim to 
be an electrician. As in the physical 
world, so in the spiritual there seems to 
be convergence of lines; although the 
most enthusiastic investigator will not 
claim the approach to bo very pro- 
nounced as yet. 

If, however, we step outside of the 
schools of Christendom and glance into 
the teachings of the most ancient 
Oriental philosophy, we see much that 
suggests that the consummation of 
knowledge is the recognition of the con- 
vergence of all lines, whether of the 
composition of things or of the processes 
by which they arc formed, or of the 
nature and attributes of the spiritual 
world. We will not be surprised at 
this when we rellect how large a part 
Orientalism played in the formation of 
the Jewish ideas of religion and philoso- 
phy; for we will see that the opening 
sentence of the Bible would not bo out 
of place either in the teachings of 
Buddha or those of Zoroaster. The 
science of Christendom is far behind 
that of the ancients in this particular, 
We tire finding things out by the piece- 
meal and tedious processes of the labora- 
tory. They trusted to inspiration, by 
which we do not mean that they sat 
down and waited until some voice out 
of the Unseen spoke to them, but that 
they attuned their minds to the mys- 
teries of nature. Every one knows that 
a wire tuned to a certain key will 
vibrate when that key is struck, though 
there is no contact between it and the 
note which gives out the sound. Any 
one can test this by singing a note close 
to a piano and listening for the respon- 
sive vibration from within. This illus- 
trates what we mean when we speak of 
inspiration. There is n music of the 
spheres in a far different sense than that 
of which the ancient poets spoke or 
Shakespeare meant when he spoke 
of the orbs which "Choir to the young 
Bye Cherubim." Creation pulsates with 
the harmony of truth, and there have 
been natures so attuned that they re- 
sponded to it. From such a nature 
came the declaration "In the beginning 
Cod."

The Hebrew poet speaks 
with the same certainty us the modern 
chemist does when he tells you that 
acid will color litmus paper red, or the 
mathematician asserts that twice two 
are four. Some day perhaps science 
will crown its work with the same ail- 
comprehending assertion.

of any of their servants killed whilst in 
their employ, but no doubt if the matter 
is properly laid before that company they 
will make an exception in this case. 

I feel sure that have merely to call 
your attention to this matter to ensure 
your assistance and hearty co-operation, 
and I enclose herewith $1. with which to 
open a subscription list if you will have 
the kindness to do so. If everyone who 
reads this letter would kindly do some- 
thing, no matter how little, towards this 
thoroughly deserving case, I am sure 
much real suffering would be averted.

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Rugby Will 

Have A Boom 



Victoria Wins the Provincial 
Championship by Brilliant 
Combination. 



The Be C- Union Reorganlzed- 
Vancouver Lady Hockeyists 
Score a Victory. 



It was a grout day for good old Rugby 
-was yesterday. Iu the "lirnt place it 
witnessed the decisive match in the Brit- 
ish Columbia championship series, and 
k ouee again Victoria, under the captaincy 
of Goward demonstrated that they are 
the kings of the gridiron, Vancouver fail 
ing to secure a single consolation point, 
■while the home boys piled up a useful 
eight. Then after the battle was fought 
«nd won, the authorities and supporters 
of the game in the two cities met and re- 
organized the Uritish Columbia Ilugby 
Union upon an effective working basis, 
revised the rules, and laid a good found- 
ation for the re-establishment of the 
game upon a more definite and business 
like footing than it has ever yet enjoyed, 
which may be paraphrased as an assur- 
ance that Rugby is to come to the front 
as the rilling field sport of the province 
The great game at Caledonia park in 
the afternoon was all that could have 
been asked or desired from the specta- 
tors' standpoint; and while the fair ex- 
ponents of fashion failed to grace the 
grand stand as they certainly would have 
but for the conflicting attraction of the 
ladies' hockey match, the gentle follow 
ers of the game were not by any means 
unrepresented, and their fullest enthus- 
iasm found justification. The ground 
was heavy, but a good spectacular game 
was presented — an open, general game, 
in which all divisions of the rival forces 
had their full share of work, glory and 
responsibility. Victoria was out-weight' 
ed by the Mainlunders, but the disad- 
vantage was more than balanced by the 
superiority in combinations of the local 
team, this enabling them to virtually con- 
trol the ball both In and out of the serum, 
and ultimately giving them the match 
and the championship by S to nil 

The meeting of the British Columbia 
Union, which has been virtually non-ex- 
istent for two years past, although fairly 
active and useful for the previous nine 
years, met at the Hotel Driard in the 
evening, Vancouver being represented by 
Messrs. B. P. Woodward, B. C. Spinks, 
and C. M. Marpole, the first named of 
whom acted as chairman; and Victoria 
by Messrs. A. T. Goward, .T. M. Miller 
and Alexis Martin, the latter gentleman 
being secretary. There was no repre- 
sentative of the Nanaimo Hornets in at- 
tendance; and Hon. B. E. MeKechnie, 
M.D., in a Jetter expressed his regret that 
"a business engagement at Nanaimo" pre- 
vented hi& being sit the council of sport. 
In revising tip; worl. Jg rules, which 
have" JlOt been altered or amended 
since the Union organization year, 
1889, the first step taken 
sras to provide that the rules governing 
the game in this province should be the 
rules in force 'to the Rugby Union in 
England during the current year, except 
ns added to or amended to KSCt local 
conditions by the British Columbia 
Rugby Union— up to date the English 
rules of 1SS9 having applied withoTit 
their year-to-year amendments!. The 
executive committee of the provincial 
union was also reduced in membership 
from nine — which entailed a too great 
expense in travelling to and from neces- 
sary meetings— to three or four, each 
affiliated club being entitled to one 
member or delegate. In addition to which 
the union officers— president, vice-presi 
dent and secretary — are ox-ofneio mem- 
bers of the executive. The membership 
in the executive of team captains, as 
vice-presidents of the union, was terrain 
ated; and all officers were declared to 
hold and continue in olllce until their 
successors shall, have been appointed 
The nrovincial union being firmly es- 
tablished as a self-governing organizn 
tion. the provision of the working rnlei 
for appeal to the Rugby Union of Eng- 
land was terminated; and it is ordered 
that all protests to the British Columbia 
Rugby Union, as final court of appeal, 
must hereafter be made in writing and 
signed by the team captain, sent by 
registered ' post within two days after 
the disputed match: and accompanied 
by a deposit of ?15, which will be re- 
turned if the appeal is allowed, or for- 
feited if the decision is adverse to the 
complaining club— this being with the ob 
jeet of discouraging vexatious, trivial 
and unsportsmanlike protests. A board 
of referees— three in each city with 
representation in the union— is to be 
elected at the annual meeting of this 
governing body, which will be held here- 
after on the third Saturday in each 
September, rotating among the repre- 
sented cities— each club being, in the 
further interest of economy, represented 
by one instead of two delegates. All 
clubs conforming to the union rules and 
paying the fees will hereafter be eligible 
for membership in the union nnd to com- 
pete for the championship, the schedule 
of games for the trophy and title being 
arranged henceforth by the union 
stead of by agreement among the inter- 
ested clubs. No club will be admitted 
as eligible to play for the championship 
unless all fees or fines against it shall 
have been paid. 

Victoria Wins the Championship. 
The second match of the season be 
tween Victoria and Vancouver came off 
yesterday afternoon at Caledonia park 
in the presence of a large and verv 
enthusiastic gathering of spectators. 
The home team, through the unavoidable 
nbsence of some of their players, was 
somewhat weaker than in the matches 
played in the earlier part of the season, 
and were at times very hard pressed 
by their more weighty opponents, who 
on the other hand were strengthened 
by the presence of C. Woodward, F. 
Miller and Warren, whose skill upon the 
ICughy Held hnH so frequently assisted 
in carrying the day for the Vancouver 
club. In the back . division Frank 
Smith took the place of A. Gillespie at 
naif-back, while W. A. Lorimer filled 
the position of Mnrtin in the three-quar- 
ter line. 

Victoria having won the toss, Gownrd 
elected to defend the south goal, giving 
Vancouver the disadvantage of having 
to fnce the sun during the first half. 
Vancouver kicked off, but the Victoria 
backs failed to return, and being charged 
<Jown by the visiting forwards, play was 
at once carried into the Victoria twenty- 
live, where very so.m Vancouver was 
awarded u free kick for off-side on the 
part of one of the Victoria . forwards. 
Nothing was gained, however, on the 




team, Miller finding touch well down the 
field and close to Vancouver's twenty 
live line. A long throw-out by Smith 
was taken by A. T. Goward and passed 
to IT. Gillespie, who iu turn passed to 
Scholefield, and the latter getting round 
the Vancouver backs, secured the first 
try well behind the visitors' goal-posts 
The place-kick was taken by Victoria's 
captain and neatly converted into a goal. 

From the kick-off Vancouver again 
suecwled in getting into A'ictoria's 
ground, but the forwards worked it away 
and by close packing and keeping the 
ball in the scrum, carried down to centre 
field, where it came out to the backs, 
and a pretty piece of combination en- 
abled Lorimer to again reach Vancou- 
ver's twenty-five. Vancouver was now 
awarded two free kicks for " off-side " 
in rapid succession, and again threatened 
to score, but Miller, who was playing a 
splendid game behind the scrum, several 
times saved. Victoria was given a free 
kick, and the forwards following up well 
spoiled the combination of Vancouver's 
backs and succeeded in again working 
down to Vancouver's end of the field, 
where a pass from, Miller to Gillespie, 
nnd in turn to Scholefield, enabled tin; 
latter to add another try to the score, 
The place-kick was a difficult one, and 
was not improved. Half-time found the 
ball at Victoria's end of the field and the 
score 8 to in favor of the home team. 

The change of goals forced Victoria to 
play facing the sun, and also gave the 
visitors the advantage of playing down 
hill, and their forwards by a brilliant 
rush carried the- play well down th 
field, where they were awarded another 
free kick for " off-side." Woodward 
tried a place-kick for goal, but although 
making a ,','ood attempt, failed to score, 
and Victoria had the advantage of kick- 
ing off from their twenty-five yard, Gil- 
lespie finding touch well up the field. 
From a series of scrums that followed 
the throw-out, neither side gained much, 
but at last Warren secured, and by a 
splendid run nearly scored, being run 
into touch by Victoria's back within a 
few feet of Victoria's goal line. 

Victoria's forwards relieved, and led 
by Austin. McNeill and Clarke, got well 
up the field again. C. Woodward's 
clever kicking gained ground for the 
visitors, and one of their forwards suc- 
ceeded in crossing the line of the home 
team, but was safely held by Goward 
and another and no try allowed by the 
referee, who ordered a serum five yards 
out. Victoria's forwards again got 
away from their opponets and dribbled 
well up to Vancouver's end of the field, 
" no side " being palled with the play 

out centre field..

HOCKEY. 
Vancouver Defeats Victoria. 

The visiting team of ladies from the 
Terminal City again proved their super- 
iority on the hockey field yesterday by 
defeating the local club at the Oak Bay 
park, the score of (! goals to 2 being the 
result after a most exciting game. Punc- 
tually at a o'clock the teams lined up, 
Vancouver playing iu black and wh" 
costumes and Victoria weaving the well 
known green and red. With such per 
feet weather, good ground and a capa 
cious grand stand, to say nothing of an 
excellent car service, the crowd of spec 
tators should have been considerably 
larger; hut, of course, the Ruby football 
match as a counter attraction was doubt- 
less accountable for the non-attendance 
of many. Those, however, who witness- 
ed the match were very enthusiastic and 
not without cause, as the game was tin 
doubtedly the fastest yet seen here. 

Almost immediately after the bully-oft 
Miss Mason, the home centre forward, 
secured the ball and made what was un- 
doubtedly the best run of the day, tak 
ing it almost the whole length of the 
field past Vancouver's forwards, half- 
backs and backs, scoring the first goal 
for Victoria amidst terrific applause. 

Vancouver then woke up and settled

To Ward Off 

Small-Pox 



Civic Authorities Making Extra- 
ordinary Precautions to 
Ward off the Disease. 

Mayor Hayward to Issue a Pro 
clamation—Sound Boats 
Being Watched. 



Mayor Hayward Is determined that all 
possible precautions shall be taken to pre- 
vent the introduction of smallpox from the 
neighboring cities on the Sound which are 
at present suffering from an outbreak of the 
dlstase; and to strengthen the hands of the 
health and sanitary officials will at once 
Issue a proclamation making obligatory on 
all residents vucclnivtlon and other precau 
tlrraary steps. The Mayor's proclamation 
will be framed iu accordance with the re 
gulatlons npproved by Ills Honor the 
Lleutenant-Governor-lu-Counell, dated 30th 
June, 1890, which provide among other 
things that "In every health district whero 
smallpox exists, or In which In the opinion 
of the provincial board of health or the 
medical health officer there 1h danger of its 
breaking out owing to the facility of com 
munlcation wlht infected localities, the 
medical hoalth ofttocr shall require the 
vaccination .or revacclnatlon of all persons 
resident within his jurisdiction who have 
not been vaccinated within seven years, 
and that such vaccination or revacclnatlon 
shall be carried out In so far as the same 
may be applicable In the same manner as 
for the vaccination of children. 

'•The trustees of any school or high 
school may provide that no child shall be 
permitted to attend school without pro 
during a certificate of successful vaccina- 
ntlon, or that the child Is Insusceptible to 
vaccinal ion." 

The Sound boats are being regularly In 
spected and the passengers carefully ex 
amlncd and every effort will be made to 
pter*j»i the Introduction of the disease. It 
Is very satisfactory to note that at he pros 
en time here Is not one case of Infections 
disease in the city. In connectiou with the 
outbreak of smallpox In the Sound cities, 
the following despatches received last, ulght 
show that the United States authorities 
are alive to the situation: 

Kossland, Jan. 27.— No letter mail was re- 
ceived here from Spokane yesterday or to 
day. The mail bags are being held at North- 
port until the question of fumigation is 
settled between the Canadian and Arnerl 
can authorities, pending the present small 
pox scare to the south. 

"Washington, D.C., Jan. 27.— The postofflco 
department has received reports from Spo- 
kane, Washington, showing that the or- 
ders to fumigate mall leaving that place 
for British Columbia have not as yet been 
carried out. The reports state that, neltkcr 
the poBtmastcr nor health officer there 
believe it necessary to disinfect the malls 
because they think the smallpox scare Is 
unwarranted. The epidemic now In evidence 
there they say Is chickenpox. The postofflce 
department, has, however, reiterated Its 
instructions directing the postofflce officials 
there to disinfect the malts.

Legislation of the Week Past 
—Work for the House 
Committee. 



The following provincial platform has 
been suggested in it circular letter ad- 
dressed to the members of the legislature 
by Dr. Hugh Watt, of Fort Steele ex- 
member for Cassiar. This letter is 
now receiving general consideration, and 
is provoking considerable discussion: 
FINANCE) AND FRANCHISES. 

The administration of the provincial as- 
sets and franchises for the benefit of the 
whole people ana not to enrich monopolies 
or favored Individuals. 

The management of all public services 
by the municipalities or by the province It- 
self so far aa may be practicable. 

An equitable expansion of revenue and 
contraction of expenditure so as to bring 
the expenditure within the provincial In- 
come as soon as possible. 

Less frequent borrowing abroad. The out- 
flow of Interest on foreign loans to be 
stopped at the earliest possible date. The 
citizens of the province should be the cred- 
itors of the province, through provincial 
savings banks and otherwise. 

LAND G I! ANTS. 
The resumption by the province of all 
land grants to railway companies and their 
sale to actual settlers under the general 
laws relating to crown lauds; the proceeds 
of such sales, less costs of administration, 
to be handed over to the beneficiary com- 
panies. 

Note — This (which is not confiscation) 
will include the lands held by the K. & N. 
railway, but not those in the grant for the 
construction of the C. P. It. main line. Al- 
though the administration of these lands 
has been greatly improved by the recently 
announced arrangements, our government 
should not cease its efforts until all the 
lauds In the railway belt are opened for pur- 
chase on precisely the same terms, by the 
same officials, and under the same system 
of surveys us provincial lands. 

CROWN LANDS. 

The disposal of agricultural crown lauds 
on easy terras und on conditions of resi- 
dence and Improvement. No speculative 
purchase or holding of such lands in large 

areas. 

Towns! tea on railways, on navigable 
^ streams, adjacent to water falls or on our 
' coast line, to be chosen, platted and sold 
by the government for the public benefit. 

No absolute alienation of timber, grazing 
or mineral lauds. 

The gradual Introduction of the principle 
of citizenship as necessary to the acquire- 
ment of mining and timber rights. 

In brief, the lands of the province, the 
timber of tch province, the minerals of the 
province for the citizens of the province. 
SURVEYS. 

In the surveying of the crown lands un- 
der government auspices, these points to be 
kept In view: 

(1.) To designate the lands suitable for 
agriculture, fruit growing, hay meadows, 
etc. 

('J.) The kind, Quality and extent of tim- 
ber supply. 

(3.) Lands needing irrigation, their ex- 
tent, the source and ninouut of water sup- 
ply. 

FORESTRY. 

An effective system to be adopted and 
wisely enforced for the conser vutlon of our 
forest wealth; the preservation unimpaired 
of the timbered sources of our great rivers; 
and, In suitable ureas, the reforesting of 
denuded timber lands. 

REPRESENTATION IN THE HOUSE. 

The removal of existing Inequalities In the 
representation and the readjustment of the 
constituencies before the general election 
on the basis of population and territorial 
extent. 

All districts to be sub-divided into ridings, 
and only one member to be elected for each 
riding. 

The upholding of provincial rights, but 
no antagonism between Province and Dom- 
inion and no introduction of Dominion Is- 
sues into provincial politics. 

.Ministers of the crown and their suppor- 
ters in the house to be debarred from acting 
as directors of speculative mining or other 
companies seeking public franchises. 
MUNICIPAL SYSTEM. 

The organization under a modified muni- 
cipal system of nil districts or ridings, the 
■electors in which shall choose councillors, 
who shall have jurisdiction In and a certain 
limited power of taxation for: 

(a.) Public schools- 
lb.) Local roads, trails and bridges. 

(e.) Licenses— -Trade, hotel and saloon. 

These councillors shall also collectively 
advise the government agent in the ex 
pendiiure of pr,o.v!n,c!a! funds on trunli 
and development .roads or otherwise, and 
generally In nil matters affecting the pub- 
He Interests in the district. 

Municipalities thus constituted lo have uo 
power of borrowing. 

SCHOOL SYSTEM, 

The province to aid nil public and high 
schools by a graduated per capita grant 
based on average attendance. 

To set aside certain of the crown lands 
for educational purposes, In aid of higher 
scientific, industrial or technical schools or 
colleges. The traialag given in the public 
and high schools to be more thoroughly 
practical and such as to aid the student 
In after life in the pursuit of agriculture, 
mining, mechanics cr other industrial arts. 

The organization of a thoroughly equipped 
mining and technical school in one of the 
great mining centres of the Interior. 
ELECTION LAW. 

The improvement of the election and 
• registration laws so as to ensure: 

U.) An absolutely secret ballot.

I'J.) The free expression of the electorate 
unaffected by sinister Influence from any 
source. 

(3.) The immediate repeal of the clause re- 
quiring a forfeitable deposit of ?20O or any 
other sum by candidates. 

(4.) To make It the duty of the district 
assessors and collectors In their annual 
rounds to enroll all persons entitled to vote. 

(This method of enrolment will be found 
fur superior to the preseut haphazard sys- 
tem and will ens'.;rc a foil and always fresh 
representation of the electorate.) 

The selection of candidates for the legis- 
lature on the grounds of educational utness, 
experience and practical knowledge of the 
natural conditions and resources of the 
province, and of a certain number of years' 
residence therelu. 

TAXATION. 

land values only, not Improvements to 
be taxable.

Found Dead.— An old man named 
Frost, a painter by trade, who has been 
living all alone in a cabin in the neigh- 
borhood of the Jewish cemetery, was 
yesterday found dead in his house by 
neighbors, who noticed no signs of life 
about the place. The police were notified 
and Undertaker Banna removed the body 
to the city morgue. An inquest will 
probable be held to-morrow, though no 
suspicious circumstances surroutid end old 
man's death. 



The first officer and eighteen of the 
crew of the collier Miami, which was 
wrecked on White Itock. arrived here 
last night and are at the Queen's. Mr. 
.1. L. Alexander, the first officer, says 
that the passage between White rock 
and Danger reef is not accurately 
marked on the chart, neither is the 
depth of water on the chart correct, 
and this he says was the direct cause of 
the accident. He further says that the 
pilot was not to blame. The vessel 
went on the rocks at 7:10, and shortly 
afterwards the first officer and three 
men left in one of the boats and rowed 
ashore to notify the owners. They had 
to row about nine miles. The vessel 
went on when the tide was high, and 
as it went out she settled and com- 
menced to break just under the bridge, 
and by 5 o'clock the two halves hud 
parted. This is not to be wondered at, 
for she had 4,500 tons of coal on board. 
The ship was about half way over the 
reef, and the depth of water at the cen- 
tre was about 23 feet, and at either end 
the lead showed over 50 fathoms. 

Capt. Gibson, American consul at 
Chemaiuus, went oat to the wreck in 
the Lome about 5 o'clock and took the 
officers and men ashore. He showed 
them every possible kindness, and did 
everything that he could to make them 
comfortable. Capt. Gibson, as repre- 
sentative of the underwriters, has taken 
charge of the wreck. 

This is the first accident that Pilot 
Butler has had during the six years that 
he has been acting as pilot. He 
acknowledged to be a most competent 
and careful navigator.

AUSTRALIAN ADVICES. 

Crew of a Schooner Massacred by 
Savages on the Admiralty Islands. 

While the just-urrlved steamer Mlowera 
was lying at her berth In Sydney, the inter- 
Island steamer Moresby docked alongside 
her wltn a terrible story of savagery of 
which the captain and crew of the schooner 
Nukamana hud been the ;lctims. The tra- 
gedy occurred In the Admiralty Islands, 
where the Nukaniuuu had been trading, and 
Is told of us follows In the Australian gtar: 
"Coming as she does from those parts of 
the Paclflc where massacres and other out- 
rages are most frequent, it rarely happens 
that the steamer Moresby returns to Syd- 
ney without some harrowing tale of blood- 
shed by the Solomon savages, or the natives 
of an adjacent lBland. With the vessel's ar- 
rival this mornlug from an island cruise 
came the news of a dreadful tragedy at 
the Admiralty group, where the captain, 
mate and crew of the schooner Nukumuua 
were murdered by the natives. The schoon- 
er was lu command of Captain Dttlthc 
whose grlef-strlcken widow was among the 
passengers by the Moresby this morning. 
Alio riukiiuiuna was owned by Mr. B. E. 
I'orsayth, of ltalun, and hud left New Brit- 
ain early Jn October lost on a trading 
cruise to the Admlraltys. Opou her ar- 
rival there she was boarded by a number 
of natives, with whom Captain Daltlie 
was unsuspectcdly doing, business when he 
was suddenly set upon by his treacherous 
customers and killed, his fate being shared 
by the mate and six New Ireland natives

No not ves were ubout, but It was not until 
toe Nukamana's boat was seen lying on the 
beacli that Mr. Forsuytli became suspicious 
Pulling out of the lagoon Mr. Forsayth and 
his friends were just entering the narrow 
passage when the natives, who lay In am- 
bush along the bank on either side, opened 
fire upon them. Mr. Forsayth and his party 
replied, the crew meanwhile pulling might 
and main to get through the passage. Be- 
fore this could be accomplished, however, 
Mr. Bullock was wounded, a bullet passing 
through one thigh nnd lodging in the other, 
the boat got clear of the passage without 
any further casualties, and within a few 
minutes was alongside the schooner The 
Angara was at once got under weigh] and 
having an oil engine In her, soon arrived 
at Ileruertshoe, where Mr. Bullock's In- 
juries were dressed by a doctor. When the 
Moresby left Mr. Bullock was doing very 
well. It Is thought that the rifles with 
which the natives were nruied were those 
taken from the Nukamann. When the 
Moresby took her departure from New 
Britain several of the traders were prepar- 
ing to go on a punitive expedition. The 
name of the mate has not transpired, but 
he is known to have left a widow In Syd- 
ney. It was his llrst trip in the schooner." 
* * « 

Mall advices by tho Australian steamer 
indicate that there ls grave apprehension 
there— more especially In the colony of Vic- 
toria— of u visitation of bubonic plague In 
Sydney the reports to M. Blard d'Aunet, 
consul-general for France, from the Gov- 
ernor of New Caledonia were of three new 
cases, oa an average, dally; the sufferers 
being carefully Isolated and well cured for- 
thorough precautions being at the sumo 
time taken to prevent tho epidemic spread- 
ing to Amedee Island, the pilot station, nud 
Ito de Freyelnet. At Sydney general alarm 
was felt In consequence of eleven passen- 
gers from Noumea, N.C., having lauded 
from the steamers l'aclflque and Ma roe, 
before news of the plague's presence 
received and due precaution tuken. That 
this alarm was not without cause Is born 
out by the cablegrams which beat the 
steamer hero yesterday. Extraordinary pre- 
cautious are being taken throughout Aus- 
tralian and strict quarantine established, 
the preparations at Melbourne, Victoria, be- 
ing on an especially significant and exten- 
sive scale. An international sanitary con- 
ference of experts held lu 1897 agreed that 
the bubonic plague Is due to the presence 
of a bacillus lu the system, which was Iden- 
tified at Hongkong in 1891 by Kitnsato and 
Yersln. It determined that the Incubation 
period of this bacillus Is 10 days, and stat- 
ed that not only Is tile Infection conveyed 
by human beings In various ways, but also 
by rats and mice and perhaps other animals, 
all of which are subject to the disease. Iloth 
at Bombay and Hongkong, Immediately be- 
fore and during the plague there, the rain 
and mice were observed to die In great 
numbers. In Bombay, in January, 1SU7, 
the cases reported were 100 per day, of 
which r,o per cent, proved fatal. In Bombay 
city, during the last visitation, 28,000 per- 
sons died of the plague, und lu the presi- 
dency of that name 100,000. Most of those 
affected were low-caste Hindoos, who were 
very poor, and lived In tue most unsanitary 
surroundings. A report Issued by authority 
In Bombay states that the use of Professor 
Haffklwe's prophylactic produced a differ- 
ence of 87.7 per cent. In the death rate In 
favor of that portion of the community 
treated by It. The prophylactic ls not pro- 
perly speaking a serum preparation. It is 
fluid, und it Is obtained by cultures of the 
baclli, which are then killed by heat. 
» ♦ * 

Late mall advices from Melbourne chron- 
icle the unexpected arrival there of the 
ship Canada, 2,1.'17 toiiH. bound from Nor 
folk, Virginia, to Manna, she having put 
In to Victoria the Victoria capital for r 
pairs. Captain H. Taylor Is In charge of 
the vessel, which halls from Windsor, N.8. 
His voyage commenced on September 3, 
and proved very tedious to crossing tlie 
equator on October 2;t, 50 days out. Mod- 
erate conditions then prevailed to Decem- 
ber 2, when at 8 a.m. a whirlwind struck 
the ship without any warning, and carried 
away the mlzzenmnst by the deck. The 
mast fell over the side at an angle of about 
•IS degrees, In fulling carrying away the 
mulntopgallant yard. At the same time 
the ship's way was deadened until the 
wreckage was cut away. The falling mast 
did very little damage lo the vessel, only 
breaking n portion of the deckhouse nnd 
the topgallant rail, chafing the main rail, 
and carrying away the main topsail tie. The 
first officer of tlie Canada, who was on the 
poop-deck at the time, had a trying experi- 
ence. When he heard the mast snap lie 
dropped on to his hands and knees along- 
side the raised deck on the poop and the 
mast fell right over him, and as the yards 
caught the water the ship listed and the 
whole of the wreckage went clean over- 
board. Captain Taylor decided to make for 
Port Philip to report his vessel, and reach- 
ed port iritheu<- further mishap.
